AN ACT to appropriate money to procure for the governor's rooms 
in the capitol a portrait of ex-GOvernor Samuel J. Kirkwood.

governor's rooms in the capitol, a full length portrait of 
ex-Governor Samuel J. Kirkwood, there is nereby app~ 
priated from any funds in the treasnry not otherwise appro­
priated, the sum of eight hundred dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary. 

The sum herein named shall be subject to an order upon 
the treasnrer to be drawn by the governor, who shall be and 
is hereby authorized to procure or cause to be painted the 
portrait herein provided for.
